Origin of Family Name 

It was not until about 1100 A.D. that family names were used in 
Europe. Originally people were called by their given names, such 
as John. When more than one John lived in a coninunity a distinct¬ 
ion had to be made between them, so they were referred to as John, 
near the Brook or possibly John the Fletcher. A fletcher was one 
that made arrows. They later became John Brook and John Fletcher. 

Smith is an occupational name; being derived from the ancient 
Anglo-Saxon name to smite, such as smiting or striking metal. In 
feudal times, the Smith was a man of importance for his was an in¬ 
dispensable craft, the making of armor and weapons. In Great 
Britain he held a seat of honor at his sovereign's table. The 
name later became affixed to other crafts: metalsmith, blacksmith 
and others. 

It can therefore be seen that there wasn't one basic Smith family 
as such, but various men from many areas took this name. By the 
time that the colonist came to America, there were many Smiths in 
iGreat Britain and it appears that a great number of them came to 
America. 

In 1974, Smith was the leading surname in the United States with 
2,400,000; the next closest being Johnson with 1,800,000. 

Origin of the name Davis is not known. One writer indicated that 
the name was of Welsh origin and that the names Dawes, Dawson and 
some others are derivations of the name Davis. 


Peter B. Smith and his wife Catherine G. (Davis) Smith and child¬ 
ren moved from Mathews County, Virginia to York County, Virginia 
several years prior to 1850. They apparently leased property until 
1850 at which time they purchased a tract of land in the "Fish 
Neck" area of York County. 

It appears from existing records that their ancestors had been 
in the "Kingston Parish" area of Gloucester County, (which became 
Mathews County in 179/), for many years. 

Gloucester and Mathews County Records are scarce, having been 
lost in 1820, when Gloucester County Records were destroyed by 
fire. Many records were re-recorded only to be destroyed again at 
the Fall of Richmond, near the end of the War Between The States. 
Ironically the records had been sent to Richmond for safe keeping, 
whereas they probably would have remained safe in their home 
counties. 

Scxne few records do exist, such as land grant records and other 
documents that were re-recorded after the war. Some old parish 
records exist and due to the efforts of some historians and 
genealogists, many old Bible records and personal papers were 
copied and preserved. One valuable record is the book, "Records 
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of Colonial Gloucester County, Virginia" by George C. and Polly 
Cary Mason. Without this book it would have been very difficult 
and in some ca^s impossible to have obtained the data that was 
so useful in piecing together the background material for this 
book. 

Another helpful book was "The Kingston ftirish Register" 
Gloucester and Mathews Counties, 1749-1827, compiled by 
Matheny and Yates in 1963. i 

Gloucester reached a very high peak of development during the 
Colonial Period and was known as the most populous, prosperous and 

counties in the colony. Many families in 
tne united States of America descend from its early settlers* 

determine the ancestors of Peter B. Smith and his wife 
out of the many Davis and Smith families that came to Gloucester ' 
in the very early years of Colonial Virginia is almost like look- 
ing for a ne^le in a haystack. There were many bearing the name 
of John Smith, Edward Davis, etc. and very few had middle names ori 
initials which sometimes give clues to family connections. 

Perhaps few people would have attempted this research, but as 
one writer expressed it: "Fools step in where angels fear to treac 
After pveral years of record searching, with incomplete results 
prior to about 1730, it was decided to list all known potential 
ancestors. Many were eliminated due to their dates of birth, deat 
place of residence and other factors, however, several interesting 
possibilities emerged as set forth in the following chapters. 

Most people bearing the Smith name would like to be able to claii 
descent from the 1680 marriage of John Smith of "Purton" and Mary 
Warner from whom present day British Royalty descend. My research 
doesn t show this to be the case in our lineage, but we may be dis 
tcmt kin thi^h collateral lines as pointed out in Part I, Chapte

Even though we imiy not be related to royalty, it is believed tha 
our fortears in general were honest, hard working people. A daugh^ 
ter of the subjects of this book, Lucy Frances (Smith) Carmines, 

IS said to have remarked that "her family came from proud people", 
possibly meaning that they were people of integrity and held 
positions of leadership in their respective communities and it is 
hoped that the information set forth in this book will prove in- 

and educational for those that read it. It is also hop« 
that they will have a new appreciation for those ancestors that 

out a living,with their hands, 
irom the soil cind/or the sea. ^ 

Many hours of work on my part and of those who assisted me have 
gone into this work. We felt that we had a mutual obligation to ' 
record this information for those that follow us. 


PART I - Chapter 1 
EARLY GLOUCESTER SMITHS 

Grants of land were given to an individual on the basis of 
fifty acres for each person for which he paid the cost of bring¬ 
ing to the colonies. It was necessary that the population be 
increased for protection from the Indians and for economic reasons, 
liie people that were brought over were known as "headrights". 

Some of the "headrights" served as indentured servants for a 
specified period of time. 

It must be remembered that Smiths listed in the land grants 
were scmetimes referred to as Smyth, Symths and/or Smithers. 

The first recorded land grant to a Smith in Gloucester County 
was to John Smith, on August 13, 1650; consisting of 300 acres ; 
lying within Horn Harbor Creek, butting SE on the creek and ad¬ 
joining William Holder. He brought six headrights with him. It 
is shown in the records that William Holder's Grant was recorded 
on the same date as Smith's - August 13, 1650. 

This same John Smith paid for the pass^e of Christopher Wallis, 
John Nicholls and William Bemdes in 1652 and received another 150 
acres adjoining the South Side of his other 300 acres. All of 
this land is in the area of Mathews County in which our forbears 
resided prior to coming to York County, Va. (See preceding map 
of Colonial Gloucester County). 

A Captain John Smith received a grant of 400 acres in 1656 
upon the branches of Milford Haven. Records show that he later 
[abandoned this property. Captain Smith received another 500 acres 
in 1657 near the Poropotank Creek, which divided Petsworth Parish 
from King and Queen County. 

This writer has not been able to determine if this Capt. Smith 
was the same John Smith that received the grants on Horn Harbor 
in 1650 and 1652. Apparently we will never know. This Captain 
John seems to have been the first generation of the "Purton Smiths" 
of Gloucester, mentioned in the introduction. Much has been 
written by historians concerning those Smiths. 

Major John Smith (apparently the same Capt. John with a pro¬ 
motion in rank) received 500 acres near Purton Bay, Petsworth 
Parish, in February, 1665 and another 500 acres in April 1665. 

The Wm. and Mary Quarterly, Series #1, Bk. 4, Page 47, states 
that Major John Smith was first in Warwick County and was Speaker 
of the House of Burgesses in 1657. It isn't known when he moved 
to Gloucester. Although referred to as "Major" in the records, 
he became Lt. Colonel prior to 1674. 

Three hundred acres of the land granted Major Smith in 1665 
was previously granted to Mrs. Anna Bernard in 1652. Records 
indicate that "John Smith of Purton" married Ann Bernard (who 
was apparently the daughter of Mrs. Anna Bernard), in 1662. To 
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further ccamplicate matters, one of the headrights for Mrs. Bernard 
in 1652 wcis another John Smith, In many cases these headrights i 
were related to their sponsors. 

John Smith, Esquire, son of Major John, for five shillings, 
purchased 51 acres of land in 1711, adjoining his own lands (part 
of the Purton Estate) and again in April, 1711, was willed joint¬ 
ly with John Lewis and John Washington, forty-six and one half 
acres from the Warner Estate. 

We now come to Lawrence Smith of whom much has been written. 

He received several grants of land in Gloucester County, commendn{ 
with 1657 and the last being recorded in 1691. He died in 1700. 

A William Smith received 150 acres on December 19, 1711 for 
paying the expenses of bringing Thanas Graves Howell, John Thomas 
and James Williams to the County. His patent was "Upon the N. 
side of Horne Harbor Creek", formerly granted to John Teage and 
Edward Morgan in 1657; purchased of them by Lieut. William Worleicl 
not seated and now granted Smith. More information on this , 

William is given in the next chapter of this book. 

John Smithy (Smither) received 100 acres on a branch of Milford 
Haven in 1652 for bringing in Elizabeth, a maid servant and anothe; 
maid servant. He received another 300 acres in 1655 for bringing 
in headrights. This patent was renewed in 1661. He also receivedfl 
890 acres in Winter Harbor in 1683, adjoining his own land and he 
received in partnership with Mottron Wright, 395 acres in 1687 in 
Winter Harbor. This may have been a second generation John Smith-' 
er. It is interesting to note that this grant adjoined the prop- ' 
erties of John Foster and William Smith. There is no record in - 
the land grants of a William Smith receiving a grant as early as 
1687. This William anith owned land in that area as early as 1678 
as proven by the following: ■ 

"John Degge received 1800 acres of land in Kingston Parish in 1 
1678 - Tract of land and beaver dams - lying betwixt and bounded li 
round with the lands of Smithers, Issac Foster, William Smith, (i 
Peter Sterling, Mr. Hampton; Mathew Gayle to the head of Sandy 
Branch and including 150 acres commonly known as Lucas's Neck 
and granted to Robert Beverly in 1673." Mr. Degge paid for I 

transporting thirty-six headrights to receive this grant. He was 
apparently a wealthy man. One of the headrights was another John j 
Smith. ^ 

Historians differ in opinion as to when the first Capt. John 
Smith and Capt. Lawrence Smith came to the Colonies. 

Mrs. Virginia Garber' stated in her book, "The Armistead Family, 
1635-1910", that the first Lawrence and John Smith of Gloucester 
are said to have been sons of Thcmas Smith who was a son of Arthur 
Smith who emigrated to Virginia in 1622 and settled in Isle de 
Wight County. His brother, Alexander Smith, settled in Middlesex 
County in 1634. These brothers, Arthur and Alexander were nephews 
of Sir Thanas Smythe, President and Treasurer of the Virginia Com- 
pany and of the British East India Company. His father. Sir Thona^ 


Smythe of Osterhanger Castle, County of Kent, England,married 
in 1552, Alice Judd, daughter of Sir Andrew Judd, Lord Mayor of 
London. 

As stated previously, John Smith of Purton married Ann Bernard 
in 1662. Their only son, John, married Mary Warner, February 17, 
1680. Mary was a daughter of Augustine Warner, a very prominent 
nmn in the colonies, who married Mildred Reade. Their three 
daughters were said to have been very attractive. Their daughter 
Mildred married Lawrence Washington, who was grandfather of George 
Washington. Elizabeth Warner married John Lewis. British Royalty 
descends from John and Mary (Warner) Smith, whose daughter Mildred 
married Robert Porteus and they moved to England. Robert E. Lee 
was a descendant of Sarah Warner, sister of Col. Augustine Warner. 

John and Mary Warner Smith had seven children: The following 
is taken fron Wm. and Mary Quarterly, Sect. 1, Vol. 4, as taken 
fron an old "Purton Family Bible". - Exactly as recorded in the 
Bible. 

Mildred Smith was born ye 20th. of Feb. 1681-2, it being Munday 
about a quarter before nine in ye morning. 

Mary Smith was born ye 29th. of April 1684 about one o’clock in 
ye morning-it being tewsday. 

John Smith was born ye 18th. of July 1685 about a quarter after 
one in ye morning-it being Saturday. 

Mary Smith dyed ye 18th. June 1684 

Augustine Smith was born ye 25th. of May 1690 about twelve 
o'clock at night, it being on a Thursday. 

Elizabeth Smith was born ye 25th. of May 1690 it being Sunday 
about eight in ye evening. 

Philip Smith was born ye 1st. of June 1695 at a quarter past 
bvo in ye morning, it being Saturday. 

Anne Smith was born ye 2nd. November 1697 about half an hour 
past 5 in ye evening, it being Saturday. 

Capt. John Smith, Senr. of Purton died ye 14th. of April 1698. 

Mr. Robert Porteus and Mildred Smith were married ye 17th. of 
Aug. 1700. 

Mrs. Mary Smith, Senr. of Purton dyed ye Nov. 12th. 1700. 

Henry Harrison and Elizabeth Smith were married Apr. 1, 1708. 

John Smith and Ann Alexander were married 8br ye 18th, 1711. 

Philip Smith and Mary Mathews were married Feb. 9th. 1711. 

Augustine Smith and Sarah Carver were married ye 9th. of 9ber. 
1711. 

Notes: As previously mentioned, Mildred and her husband Robert 
Porteus moved to England; Augustine cuid Sarah, his wife, owned 
"Shooters Hill" in Middlesex County; Elizabeth married Henry 
Harrison of Surry County; Philip and his wife Mary inherited 
"Fleets Bay" in Northumberland County. 

Research done on this family, as outlined in the preceeding 
paragraph shows that most of the children of John and Mary Warner 
Smith moved from the Gloucester Area. ' 
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One exception Wcis their son John. He married Ann Alexander bu^ 
died young, leaving one son, named John. Ann Alexander Smith was 
married again on November 2, 1714 to Ctolonel Henry Willis. John, 
son of John and Ann Alex^mder Smith apparently didn't marry, or 
if he did, had no children since "Henings Statutes" records that 
"Purton" passed out of the Smith Family in 1735 when John Smith i 
willed it to Mary Willis, daughter of Colonel Francis Willis. 

She was apparently related through his mother's second marriage 
to Colonel Henry Willis. 

Major Lawrence Smith was a man of great influence and estate. ' 
Besides all of the land that was granted to him in Gloucester 
County, he received a grant of land in Rappahannock County, three 
miles wide and five miles long for his services as an Indian 
fighter. Each of his children inherited some of the land and it I 
appears that most of them moved to that area. He was married to 

Mary _?. Ife was Surveyor for the County of Gloucester from 

1683-1689. His will is dated August 8 , 1700. Their children were

B. Lawrence, son of Major Lawrence and his wife Mary, married 
Mildred Chisman and after her death later married Mildred Reade. 
They resided in York County and owned "Temple Farm", present site 
of the Coast Guard Training Center in Yorktown. At one time, he 
owned "Bay Tree Plantation" in what is now Seaford, Va. He served 
as a Justice and Sheriff of York County. At the time of his death 
he was known as Colonel Lawrence Smith. His wife and six children 
inherited property. His son Edmund was apparently by his first 
wife and the others, namely: Catherine, Robert, Lucy, Margaret and 
Lawrence, by his second wife. It is known that Robert married Mar3 
Calthrope. Lucy married Augustine Moore and they resided in the 
"Temple Farm House" which later became known as the "Moore House" 
in which the terms of surrender were signed in 1781. 

C. William, son of Lawrence and Mary Smith was shown as living 
in Gloucester County in 1708 when he sold part of the land that 
he inherited from his father, in Essex County. Another reference 


states that William, born 1687, son of Major Lawrence, married 
orior to 1706, Elizabeth Ballard of Spotsylvania County and that 
jie died in that county in 1734. This is very confusing since it 
^vould indicate that after his marriage in 1706, he moved back to 
Q]^oucester and later moved back to Spotsylvania County where he 
jjj^ed. There is a possibility that there may have been another 
lUajor Lawrence Smith. 

D. Augustine Smith, son of Major Lawrence, moved to St. Mary's 
parish in Essex County. He died in 1736. 

E. Charles Smith, son of Major Lawrence, inherited 4000 acres 
of land from his father in that part of Essex county which later 
became Caroline County and resided there until his death in 1736. 

F. Elizabeth, daughter of Major Lawrence, married Captain John 
Battaile of St. Mary's Parish in Essex County. 

G. Sarah, daughter of Major Lawrence, married Colonel John 
Taliferro, known as the "Harder". He resided in and owned many 
acres of land in Rappahanock County. 

It can therefore be seen that most of the members of this 
family also left the area of Gloucester County, Virginia. 

After much research on Major John Smith and his brother Lawrence, 
I failed to find a definite family tie; having labored long on 
several possibilities, especially William, son of Major Lawrence. 

He was in Gloucester in 1708 and a William received a land grant 
in Kingston Parish in 1711, but William, son of Lawrence was in 
the Abingdon District of Gloucester and records indicate that he 
may have moved to Spotsylvania County. 

Another that seemed a possibility for awhile was John, the grand¬ 
son of Major Lawrence, who married Mary and had a son Robert, born 
in 1736-37. There were one or more Robert Smiths which seem to 
have been connected to our line but this one did not fit into the 
proper time period. 

The following "Smiths" are listed in the land grants as "Head- 
rights"; coming into Gloucester prior to 1700. Any of these are 
possible forbears, however, many of them stayed a few years and 
then moved on to other areas. Some of them remained and event¬ 
ually possessed land in the area. There were possibly many others 
not recorded since some headrights were listed by numbers only.

John Smither (also spelled Smithy, Smithey) received grants in 
Kir^ston Parish in 1652; 1655; 1661; 1683 and 1687. 

As can be seen by the map of Colonial Gloucester County, Horn 
Harbor and Winter Harbor tire inlets of Chesapeake Bay on the East¬ 
ern side of Mathews County. The Kir^ston Parish Area of Glouceste 
Coxmty became Mathews County in 1791. Property on the narrow pen¬ 
insula between the two harbors could be described as being in Horn 
Harbor or Winter Harbor, dependir^ on which the property Joined, 

Another interesting Smith Family that is worthy of mention is 
that of Captain Thomas Smith of "Woodstock" which was a fine old 
plantation near Horn Harbor Creek, This Captain Thomas may have 
been a descendant of the Thomas that received a land grant in 
that area in 1666 and it is very possible that he was related to 
the other early Smith families. Captain Thomas Sinith mentioned 
four children in his will in 1789, namely: Armistead, ThOTas, 
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Susanna and Elizabeth Buckner, also the children of his deceased 
daughter Ann Armistead. He married 2nd: Ann Plater. There were 
iio children by that marriage. 

Thcgnas Smith, Jr. was educated at William and Mary College and 
^ one of the founding members of the "Phi Beta Kappa Society". 
Little else is known concerning him. 

Armistead Smith was also educated at Wm. and Mary and was a 
prominent Episcopal Minister. He was a Justice of the Peace in 
^^athews County in 1795. He owned "Bellvue", a lovely old home on 
pepper Creek, which was restored in recent years by the late Dr. 
and Mrs. Robert K. Selden. - Pictured below. 

Determining ancestry involves a process of review and eliminatior 
By now the reader will have realized that due to a lack of records 
one can only form an opinion as to his ancestry in the very early 
years of Gloucester County. After several years of research, 
this writer has outlined sane interesting possibilities in the 
next chapter.

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PART I - Chapter 2 

OUTLINE CF POSSIBLE FCFBEARS 1650 - 1750 

If the John anith that received land grants in Kingston Parish 
in 1650 and 1652 is not the same Captain John of Purton, it seems 
logical that we could descend from him. Historians seem to have 
made it clear that Capt. John of Purton had only one son, John, 
who married Mary Warner and their children are well chronicled. 

Another possibility lies in the early headrights such as the 
William anith brought over to Kingston Parish in 1651 by William 
Armistead. This could be the same William Smith that owned prop-J 
erty in 1678 when John Doge's grant bordered his land. 

From the chart in previous chapter, it can be observed that 
John and William were the predominant names of the ^ith landowne^ 
in the early years of Gloucester. 

Of all the Smiths that entered Gloucester County prior to 1704, |i 
only the following were shown as land owners on the "Quit Rent 
Rolls" of 1704-05;

* The landowner in K. Parish was listed only as Captain Smith. 
Through research and mostly luck, I came across a book in the 
Vftn. and Mary Library entitled "English Duplicates of Lost 
Virginia Records" by Louis des Cognets, Jr. Page 269 has a 
listing of all of the field officers in "Her Majesty's Colony 
and Dominion of Virginia" as of June 17, 1703. Listed as 
Captains in Gloucester were the following: 

William Debnam - Ware Parish - David Alexander - Petsworth 

Richard Booker - Abingdon Parish Parish 

Thomas Todd - Kingston Parish ~ William Snith - Kingston 

Parish 

This book didn't designate the particular parish that each was 
from but all were listed in the respective rolls of "Colonial 
Gloucester Records" for 1704 with the title of Captain. 

Since our known forbears came from the Kingston Parish Area whi 
later became Mathews County and for other reasons outlined in this 
chapter, this writer has strong feelings that we descend from 
Capt. William anith of "Her Majesties Colony and Daninion of 
Virginia". For the same reasons, it is believed that he is the 
same Vta. anith that received the land grant in Kingston Parish 
in 1711. 


There seems to be a possible "Sterling Family" connection to 
this William Smith. William was apparently the same or a son of 
William that owned lands in K. Parish in 1678 and whose lands 
bordered the lands of Peter Sterling (who was also known as Capt. 
gterling, possibly a sea captain). Peter Sterling also patented 
an additional 150 acres in 1683. An Issac Sterling came over in 
1682 as a headright for Sands Knowles. Knowles' grant was in the 
same general area of Kingston Parish. 

On the same date, December 19, 1711, that William Smith received 
his grant in Horn Harbor of lands previously owned by Lt. William 
Iforieich, a grant was issued for 400 acres to Anne and Mary 
Sterling, who appear to have been dai^hters of Peter Sterling, out 
of the same tract of land originally owned by Lt. William Worleich. 

Another factor that strengthens the assumed "Sterling Connection" 
is a document recorded in Gloucester County Records, "Gloucester 
County Surveys 1733-1806", Pg. 3, that is very hard to read. The 
surveyor involved was R. Perry who was the county surveyor from 
1733 -1736. The document related to a suit by plaintiff Robert 
Cully gainst Richard Hampton over a property line. Excerpts 
are as follows: 

"In obedience to an order of Gloucester County Court, dated 

day of_, I the surveyor _following, met a jury on the lands 

in conformity between the plaintiff and Richard Hampton, defendant 
to survey and engineer the land as the jury should think fit and 
first at the plaintiff's request the jury directed me to begin at 
a pine stump adjoining the lands of Lt. Col. Worleich, near the 
head of a Branch of Horn Harbor, proved by the oaths of John Smith 
and Robert Smith, to the beginning place for acre^e granted to 
John Mann the 19th day of April 1662 and afterwards by a patent 
dated the 19th day of December 1711 to Ann and Mary Sterling." 

Die balance of the document deals with courses and property 
lines of property owners such as Mathew Gayle, John Hunley, 

Brocks, etc. On review it was found that the property owned by 
William Smith, previously mentioned as owning lands in K. Parish 
in 1678 bordered on similiar names, probably forbears of the 
Hamptons, Gayles and others in the document which would indicate 
that the same Smith lineage came down from 1678 to 1733-36. 

As previously mentioned, Ann and Mary Sterling patented land 
adjacent to and on the same date that William anith patented. It 
is interesting to note that John and Robert Smith, who apparently 
lived in the area were that familiar with the property lines. 

Here we may add a little romantic fiction (that could be true) 
that they could have been sons of William of the 1711 patent and 
one of the Sterling Girls. 

The names William, Peter, Issac, John, Ann and Mary were repeat¬ 
ed through later generations. 


* 
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There also seems to have been a "Perrin Family" connection. Tli 
Kingston Parish Register shows deaths of Perrin Smith, Jan. 30, 

1752 and Ann Snith, Jan. 5, 1752. It is believed that they were 
adults since children's deaths usually were listed with names of 
the parents. These names "Perrin" and "Ann" were used as given 
names in later generations. 

Information on the Perrin Family is very interesting. John 
Perrin, aged twenty-one, sailed from London in 1635 (Ref. "Hottefi 
Emigrants"). The following letter was found some years back, 
by someone doing research on the family, in York County Court 
Proceedings for 1648: 

"Son John: My love to yo' and I was very glad to heare of 
yo’ health, but very sorry to heare of ye’ accident wch befell 
yo' by fire. I have sent yo a boy wch I desire that you 
would have as much care of as if he was yo owne alsoe. I have 
sent you some things, so much as I am able at this tyme, and 
if God shall enable me to live another yeare I shall send yo more? 
Ye father hath departed this life, and hath left you a little 
house in ye south-gate streete in burg worth the matter of 40 lb. 
there is a note in ye barrell it lieth at ye topp in ye new 
blankett, and I have sent you by Thomas a small piece of gould 
for your wife alsoe I have pd for ye boy his passage, his name 
is Backer. Yo' Uncle Christopher lives at Ascamack at Cheryston 
Creeke. 

As yo desire my blessing have a care of ye boy, and learn him 
his trade, and not to pt from... my love to you and yo' wife 
desiring of God to keepe - 

Your loveing nother Susan Perrin" 

"Little England" a stately old mansion still standing near 
Sarah's Creek in Gloucester was built in 1716 by Captain John 
Perrin, son of Thomas and Elizabeth Perrin and grandson of the 
inmigrant John Perrin. Captain John Perrin was apparently 
very wealthy since the following appears in Gloucester County 
Deeds - "I John Perrin, Sr. to John Perrin, Jr. - for the 
natural love and affection which I bear to my son do give one 
Moiety or half part of every sea vessel which I am now possessed 
of and 22 negroes. 12 December 1747." 

If marriage records, wills, deeds and other miscellaneous 
records were available we would find that we descend from many 
of the early Gloucester County families. It must be remembered 
that families were large and most of the young people married , 
within their local conmunities, in many cases several members of 
one family marrying several members of another family, also many 
first cousin marriages. 

Based on given names in the Foster Family in Gloucester that we* 
later used by The Smith Family and the fact that Issac Foster's 
lands joined those of William Smith in K. Parish in 1678, there is 
the possibility of a Smith/Foster Family Connection many years I 

prior to the union of Peter Smith and Bathsheba Foster in 1754. I 


Mrs. Mary Curfman, who located the Gloucester County Survey 
t)y R. Porry, feels that the John and Robert Smith involved, or 
at least one of them, must fit into our direct lineage due to 
similarity of names and geographical location. This does seem 
like a very good possibility, since for example, Issac Smith 
that married Judith had, among others, a son named Robert. 

She also furnished a copy of the will of Robert Singleton of 
Gloucester ^unty, which left lands in Winter Harbor to his son 
Issac. It is interesting to note that the last paragraph of 
his will reads as follows: "Lastly I appoint my well beloved 
friend, Robert Smith, and my loving wife, Elizabeth Singleton 
to be my Executor and Executrix of this my last will and Testament 
As Witness my hand seal this 15th. day of April 1724". 

Robert Singleton - Seal 

The will was admitted to record and recorded the 25th day of 
March 1725; proved by the oaths of John Smith and John Foster 
who were witnesses to the will. ’ 

The above proves that John and Robert Smith, presumably the 
same tliat were named in the suit against Richard Hampton, were 
adults by the year 1724 or earlier and as previously mentioned 
could well have been sons of William of the 1711 land patent in 
Kingston Parish. ^ 

It seems very possible that the previously mentioned Perrin 
Smith who died in 1752 and Ann Smith, who died the Siune year, 
could have been parents of Peter Smith who married Bathsheba 
Foster since they had a son Perrin and a daughter Ann. 

We tiuiy never know the answers to these questions, but seme 
future genealogist nuiy find some iinswers. Infonaation turned 
up on the Presson Family after the book "Pressons of York" was 
printed that would never have surfaced otherwise. 

Copies of Old Parish Records were sent to England during the 
Colonial Period and there is a remote possibility that the 
current "Colonial Records Project" may turn up some information 
pertaining to a nturriage, death or birth. 

Many researchers cuid genealogists tend to skip generations, 
that is to not figure enough generations in a certain time 
span, which average from foin’ to five in a century. For example: 

A living descendant of about middle age would be at least n 
twelth generation descendant of a 1650 immigrant. 

In this research, we feel fortunate to have proven ancestry 
back to about 1730, with some fairly good indications as to 
who our forbears were prior to that time. 
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PART I - Chapter 3 
PROVEN SMITH ANCESTRY 


Recorded in the Kingston Parish Register is the marriage of 
Peter Snith to Bathsheba Foster on November 19, 1754. On that 
same date is shown the marriage of Ann Smith, who may have been 
Peter's sister, to Anthony Singleton. Parentage of Bathsheba 
has not been determined, but she probably descended from Richard 
Foster who patented 300 acres of land in Gloucester Cbunty, 
Virginia in 1655. 

Another marriage between William Smith and Bathsheba Foster 
(spelled Forster) is shown as being performed February 22, 1773. 
This must have been of a later generacion since one of the 
children of Peter and Bathsheba was born in 1777. 

The following Smith births are recorded in the K. Parish 
Register:

It seems logical that Peter 
and Issac Smith must have been 
closely related since children 
of each family had similiar 
names. Each family had: Ann, 
Judith, Elizabeth (Betty) and * 
Mary. Issac Smith, Sr. apparer 
ly built and resided with his 
wife Judith at a charming old 
Mathews County home, "Willow 
Grove" which still stands. 
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sane descendants believe that Issac Smith, Sr., that married 
Judith came to Mathews frcwi the Eastern Shore of Virginia or 
jjgjyland and that his wife's maiden name may have been Sands 
since they had a son named Sands. It seems quite possible that 
name Sands resulted frcm some relationship with Sands Knowles, 
patented lands in K. Parish in 1682. He must have had some 
part in "Bacon's Rebellion" since all of his property was later 
confiscated. He made appeals to have it restored, but it isn't 
jQ^own if his appeal was granted. He was listed later as a vestry¬ 
man in K. Parish and Justice of the Peace in 1708 and listed as 
a Captain in the 1705 rent rolls. 

Sands Snith, a descendant of Issac Smith, Sr., who was bom 
July 12, 1803, died a cruel death on October 7, 1863, at the 
hands of the Northern Army. There are several versions as to 
what pror 5 )ted their action, one being that he was hunting and 
being deaf, did not heed their conmand to halt. The charge must 
have been more serious, however, since they apparently determined 
to make an example of him. He was dragged over the roads by a 
team of horses and then publicly hung. 

Peter Snith, who married Bathsheba Foster, is shown on the 
Gloucester Tbx List for 1782 as owning 132 acres of land, 
eleven negroes, five horses and ten head of cattle. In 1791, 
he was shown as still owning 132 acres of land, four negroes 
and one horse. This land was in the Horn Harbor area of Gloucester 
County. His land was shown as Estate of Peter Smith by 1802. 

Very little is known about the children of Peter and Bathsheba 
(Foster) Snith. It is not known who any of them married due 
to the incanpleteness of the K. Parish Register. 

Mrs. Curfman believes that their daughter Ann may have married 
William March, who was bom in 1756 and served in the Navy during 
the Revolutionary War. Her belief is strengthened by the fact 
that William March, Jr. received fifty acres of land from the 
Estate of Peter Snith in 1818. 

Mathews County Records show that Perrin Smith, son of Peter and 
Bathsheba owned land during the years from 1798 through 1819. 

He was administrator of the estate of his brother John in 1811 
and is known to have been Justice of the Mathews County Court in 
1814. He was appointed in 1810 as one of the coninissioners to 
dispose of the "Glebe Lands" (Property previously owned by the 
Church of England and siezed by the State of Virginia after the 
Revolutionary War). Records show that he was High Sheriff of 
Mathews Coimty in 1817. Perrin Smith died in 1819. The executors 
of his estate were George D. Iverson, Anthony Hudgins, Richard 
Billups and Richard Foster, who sold the fifty acres of land that 
he owned at the time of his death to John Borum, Jr. 
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Peter anith, son of Peter and Bathsheba, is listed in Mathews 
County Tax List for 1809 as owning 138 acres of land. John anith, 
Perrin Smith, Peter anith and Issac anith, who were apparently 
his sons, were executors of his estate in 1824 at which time he 
was referred to as Peter, Sr. His father, Peter, was deceased 
by 1802. Note the carry-over of names from the previous gener- ■ 
ations, especially Issac, which strengthens proof of family re¬ 
lationships between (I) Peter that married Bathsheba and Issac ! 
that married Judith. 


John Smith, son of Peter & Bathsheba and his brother, Peter, Jr; 
seemed to have had a close relationship and owned land jointly. 
They were also in business together. Mathews County Land Book 
for 1791-1828 shows that licenses were issued to them jointly, 
for retailing goods of foreign growth and manufacture. John anith 
was deceased by 1811, since Mathews County Chancery Court Records 
show a suit during that year by the Administrator of John anith's 
Land vs the Administrators of Judith anith's Estate. She died j 
in 1803. 

The Administrator of John Smith's Estate deeded 102 acres of 
land to William March, Jr., in 1821. He married Nancy anith who 
was bom in 1791 and it se«ns very possible that she may have | 
been sister to Peter B. anith. The land books listed 102 acres 
in John's name prior to his death and also listed joint ownership 
with his brother Peter of 114^ acres. All of this property was ’ 
in Horn Harbor and the jointly owned property was listed as bor- j 
dering lands of Sands and Robert Smith. John's widow, Mary, held 
a dower of 57 acres and a dower was usually about 1/3 of the 
total property owned. He therefore must have owned about 70 acr 
of the jointly owned land,which was willed to son Peter B. anith,] 

William and Nancy March are buried in the old Issac anith CeraetJ 
at "Willow Grove". Their epitaphs are: "In memory of our dear 
father William March, bom Dec. 21, 1785; died Dec. 3, 1853 - In 
manory of our dear mother Nancy anith, wife of William March, boae 
Feb. 10, 1791; died Feb. 28, 1861." 

During my several years of research, it seemed obvious, due to 
similiarity of names and geographical location, that my great- 
great-grandfather, Peter B. Smith, would be a direct descendant 
of the Peter Smith shown in the K. P. Register who married 
Bathsheba Foster, through one of their three sons: John, Peter or 
Perrin. My co-worker on this project, Mrs. Mary Curfman, dis¬ 
covered a document in the Mathews County Library which proved ver 
helpful in this matter. A plot of 70 acres of land was recorded; 
bounded by Horn Harbor Creek, Sands anith and Robert Smith. 
Excerpts from this document are: "This plat represents a piece 
of land belonging to the estate of John anith, Dec'd. - legal 
description and boundaries given - This land is willed to Peter 
B. Smith as his part in the real estate of John anith, Dec'd, 
by allowing the widow of said dec’d her dower in said land as 
long as she may live - Allotted by Sands Smith, Wesley Hawkins 
and Issac Foster, acting commissioners under a decree of the 
Quarterly Court of Mathews County, bearing the date of 1825." 
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peter B. Smith would have been 21 years of age at the time of 
transaction. Even though the document doesn't specify him 
gg a son, it seems to imply that he was. 

is interesting to note that the plat for this land starts 
at the head of a Branch of Horn Harbor. The plat involved in 

boundary dispute (Cully vs Hampton), Pt. I, Chapter 2, starts 
Qff with the legal description, near the head of a Branch of Horn 
garbor. The land that Peter B. Smith inherited was bounded by 
the lands of Sands anith, Robert Smith eind others. It therefore 
seems possible that his parcel, surveyed almost one hundred years 
later could be part of or adjacent to the parcel involved in the 
1733-36 dispute, which involved einother Robert anith. 

We therefore have the lineage, conmencing with Peter anith and 
his wife Bathsheba as follows: 

I. Peter anith married Bathsheba Foster, November 19, 1754. 

Ref. "Kingston Parish Records" 

II . Their son, John Smith, born February 8, 1757 mairried Mary# 

III. Their son, Peter B. anith, bom 1804, married Catherine G. 
Davis about 1824 or 1825. Ref. "Family Records" 

IV. Children of Peter B. and Catherine Smith. The lineage is 
continued in Part II of this book. Ref. "Family Records" 

#rhe maiden name of Mary, wife of II, John Smith, is not known 
but Mathews County Land Book, 1791-1828 lists Mary, widow of John 
Smith, for several years, including 1815, as owning 57 acres of 
land as her life estate, in Horn Harbor. 

The previously mentioned chancery suit between the administrator 
of John Smith's Estate against the administrator of Judith anith's 
Estate is very interesting since this type of suit usually involved 
close relatives. Records of the suit do not go into detail but 
the thoi^ht occurred to this writer that John may have married ^ 
his cousin Mary Smith, the daughter of Issac and Judith Smith./r 
She was born in 1758. He was born in 1757. 

This assumption should not be taken for fact and unless records 
are located at a later date to fill in some of the missing gaps, 
we may never know the answers to these questions. 

ANCESTRY OF CATHERINE (DAVIS) SMITH 

The maiden name of Catherine may never have been known except 
that a document was located in the York County Court House several 
years ago, listing the names of Peter B. Snith and his wife 
Catherine G. (Davis) Smith. It gave his dates of birth and death 
and gave her date of death. It also listed the names of their 
children with their birth dates and most of the death dates. It 
is believed that the initial G in her name may have been for 
Geneva since one of her grand-daughters had that name.

The K. P. Register shows a marriage of Thomas Davis to Lucretia j 
Lewis on August 17, 1769 and lists the following children:

Lucy (bn) May 23, 1778 - Thomas (bn) April 10, 1790 

After the death of his first wife, Thomas re-married, since the 
K. P. Register shows that a son, Ralph Ar^nistead tovis was bo^ 
to Thomas Davis and his wife Catherine, on July 26, 1799. A ^ 
plat, surveyed June 12th and 13th, 1832 and recorded in Mathews ^ 
Court House, proves that this is the same Thomas since it referen(||j 
the will of Thomas Davis, Sr., leaving the land in three parcels 
to his three sons: Christopher, Thomas and Ralph. j 

It has been determined through K. Parish records and Armstead 
family records that Catherine, the second wife of Thomas Days, Sr. 
was the daughter of Richard and Elizabeth (Jarv^) Ayristead. M 
were married February 11, 1770. Catherine was J^n. 21, 1775.| 

Other children bom to them were: Ralph Armistead (bn) my 
Elizabeth (bn) August 22, 1773 and Susanna (bn) August 26, 1776. 

Richard Armistead served in the Revolutionary War and was the 
son of Robert and Cathron Armistead. Robert is believed to te a 
direct descendant of Ralph Armistead that received land grants on 
Dyers Creek (New Point) in 1678 and 1680. The Armisteads were vei 
prominent in the early colonies. 

There is a tradition that the Armisteads derive their name and 
origin from Dannstadt, Germany, but it is believed thy tyy wye 
Englishmen for generations before the immigrant, William Armisteat^ 
came to America in 1635 and obtained large grants of 1yd in ■ 

Elizabeth City and Gloucester Counties. The relationship betwee^ 
the previously mentioned Ralph and this William is not toown. Sci| 
historians place him as a possible nephew of William. It y throrl 
this Armistead connection that we are more likely to be r^aty t^ 
the previously mentioned Rev. Armistead anith than through a anith 

kinship. 

It is very interesting to note how the name Catherine (origina^ 
spelled Cathron), has continued down through the yeay in the fam^ 
ily as outlined above, namely Robert and Cathron Armistead and 
whose son Richard and his wife Elizabeth had a daughter Cyherine_^ 
who married Thomas Davis, Sr. and had daughter Catherine who mary^ 
Peter B. Smith. Many of their descendants have used the name thrq 

the years. 
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After the Revolution, other bodies of religion replaced the 
influence of the Anglican Church and fewer entries were made in 
the parish registers. Catherine is not listed in the register and 
unfortunately no other documents seem to be available to prove that 
gfie was a daughter of Thomas and Catherine Davis. 

In spite of the lack of records there seems to be little room 
for doubt as to her true identity, such as statements made by 
descendants of Ralph Davis in Mathews County. A statement made by 
yn, John Davis (now deceased), a descendant of Thomas Davis and 
his first wife Lucretia, to Mrs. Sue Wood, granddaughter of Catherine 
Davis that they were related through the E&vis line. Mrs. Wood 
had a son named Ralph, and most impressive is the fact that three 
of Catherine's children were given the same names as those of 
her half brothers and a sister, namely: Thcmas, Lucy and Christopher. 

An interesting aspect of this Davis family is the exodus of 
family members from Mathews County to York County in the early to 
mid 19th century. Thanas, son of the Senior Thomas Davis, and his 
tarother Christopher's son, Marshall Davis and Peter B. and 
Catherine (Davis) Smith all came to York County and purchased 
property. 

Thomas Davis owned the property in Crab Neck (Seaford) which 
was purchased from his estate by my grandfather in 1859 and it is 
on a part of this land that this writer resides. Another item to 
lend proof to the kinship between Thomas and Catherine G. Davis 
who married Peter B. Smith is that my grandfather, John French 
'((hite had to pay off all outstanding debts against the Thomas 
Davis estate, including a note due Catherine G. (Davis) Smith who 
had apparently loaned money to her brother Thomas. He did not get 
a clear title to the property until 1874. 

Ralph Armistead Davis remained in Mathews. He suffered the loss 
of his home to the Northern Forces, who burned it, during the 
War Between The States. 

In 1846, the Edward Davis Family, from whom this writer descends 
on the paternal side, moved to this area (Fish Neck, later known 
as the Dare Coranunity), and resided only a few hundred yards down 
Chismcin's Creek from the Thomas Davis Residence. My Aunt, Mary 
Hall (now deceased) on whom I relied for family information stated 
that she knew of no relationship between the two Davis families, 
but due to similcirity of names and the fact that the lands of 
Thomas Davis, Sr. and Edward Davis joined,as shown by the previous¬ 
ly mentioned Davis Land Plat, it is believed that they were distant 
cousins.

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PART II 

Preliminary Remarks 

Sometime after III Peter B. Smith inherited the 70 acres of 
land frcm the Estate of John Smith (mentioned in F^t I, Ch.3), 
he sold 23.40 acres to Sands Smith and in 1831, sold him another 
36 acres, leaving him a tract of about 12 acres. This tract was 
bovinded by Horn Harbor Creek and directly across the creek from 
the property of a Mrs. Brownley. Prior to ccming to York County, 
Peter B. Smith operated a marine railway on a 4 acre tract (held 
in trust) near what is now Susan in Mathews Co. 

One of his descendants advised that she had heard through an 
older member of the family that he had considerable financial 
trouble due to his willingness to help others, such as loaning 
money without proper security. Mathews Court records for Nov. 

3, 1829 show that Peter B. Smith and Robert Smith apparently 
owed Thomas Smith $580.00, for which they had given a bond. 

Another entry of May 31, 1830 shows the following: - 

Thomas Smith — Peter B. Smith — $231.39 - Negro boy Lewis 
gave up for bond. 

No one seems to know what Peter B. Smith's middle name was. 

One family member, now deceased, thought there was a "Borum" 
Family connection. It is possible that it may have been 
Bernard since that name has shown up in several of the family 
lines, as the reader will observe when reviewing the lists of 
descendants in the following chapters. 

According to family tradition, one of the main reasons for the 
move to York County was due to the valuable timber in the area, 
whereby he could continue in his trade of building and repair of 
boats. 

Apparently good timber was getting scarce in Mathews County. 

The art of building and repair of vessels has continued down the 
years in the Smith Family and there are several active marine 
railways still in operation by descendants. One of these is 
outlined in the final chapter of this book. 

In 1850, my great-grandfather, John Perrin Smith, being the 
oldest child and as trustee for the remaining children, purchasec 
the tract of land in Fish Neck, previously mentioned in the 
introduction to this book. This is recorded in York Co. Deed 
Book 11, page 87, with excerpts as follows: 

2 April 1850, — John P. Smith, Trustee, appointed by order of 
court of Mathews County — Trustee for Thomas F. Smith, Peter 
Westley Smith, Lucy Frances Smith, Mary Catherine Smith, William 
Silas Smith, George Washington Smith, and Christopher Columbus 
Smith — land in Fish Neck, 206 1/3 acres to him as Trustee frcm 
Samuel B. Wright and wife — one tract known as Patrick's 
quarter — formerly belonging to James D. Ironmonger, dec'd 
bounded: E. by land of Iferry Howard's heirs and S. by Patrick 
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Creek; by land belonging to James B. Bohannon's heirs and 
county road and N. by Richard Tennis and heirs — the other 
tract a part of Peggy Roger's-. 

From York County Records and other sources, the following 
statistics are available on the family of Peter B. and 
Catherine G. (Davis) Smith: 

Peter B. Smith, died Oct. 12, 1863 - Age 59 yrs.

PART II - Chapter 3 

DESCENDANTS OF PETER AND ANN ELIZA SMITH 

Peter Wesley Snith, son of Peter B. and Catherine G. Smith, 
was bom in Mathews County, Virginia on October 1, 1830. He came 
to York County when the family moved over. It is not known exact¬ 
ly when he returned to his native county. He married Miss Ann 

Eliza Thomas, of Mathews Coimty, on April 13, 1865. A daughter of 
Thomas Thomas and his wife Nancy (Jarvis) Thomas, she was bom 
March 20, 1844 and died on May 18, 1915. 

It is recorded on peige 210 of Deed Book 17, York County Records, 
that Peter W. and Ann Smith of Mathews Coiinty sold two parcels of 
Icind to William Silas Snith Eind his wife in 1869. One parcel of 
15 acres bounded N. by Icinds of Mrs. Burt; E. by Vftn. M. Presson; 

S. by John Davis and County Road. The second parcel was listed 
Eis being in the swamp and bounded on the North by Alexcinder Tabb; 

S. by C. C. Smith; E. by Thomas Cox and West by Chittley Wade. 

He is listed in the 1880 census of Mathews Coionty as a Ship's 
Joiner. He owned eind operated a marine railway on the South Side 
of Horn Harbor on property formerly owned by his wife's father and 
resided in that area until his death on May 25, 1911. This rail¬ 
way was later owned by his son Harrie. 

Peter Wesley Smith owned several schooners and hauled freight 
to and from Baltimore, Maryland. These boats were registed in the 
U. S. Custom House in Norfolk, Va. Listed in his name were the 
following: "Eii 5 )ire" in 1856; "Olive Breuich" in 1857; "Ella Mae" in 
1893, also listed were "Leon" and "Mciggie". 

Peter Wesley's son, Leonard (known cis Lenny) had a railway on 
Pepper Creek where he built large boats, but due to shallow water, 
had to wait for a gust tide to launch them. Leonard's son, Alton, 
purchased land on the North Side of Horn Harbor for use as a rail¬ 
way. This site was previously owned by a Brownley Family, who 
had a marine railway there. 

Sometime around 1950, my Uncles; John and Kirby Snith, Kirby 

T. Smith, Jr. and I visited Alton Smith's Marine Railway, and 
it seemed very much like the one being operated in the Dare 
Ccmmunity by the above mentioned Smiths. Alton later built a 
marina on the premises and operated both prior to his retirement.

He ordered the mate to turn the vessel around 
and head back to the city, rather than expose his family and 
friends to the fatal disease. He died in Baltimore and m^bers 
of the Masonic Lodge provided for his burial and provided a 
marker for his grave.

William Silas Smith, son of Peter B. and Catherine G. Smith was 
bom in Mathews County, Va. He came to York County as a boy vdien 
his parents moved from Mathews to York. He married Mary Ann White 
of Mathews County, October 26, 1865, at the heme of her parents, 
William Kitson and Mary D. (Borum) White. Mary Ann was bora

maidens out of circulation. William Silas and Mary Ann spent their 
early married years in York County and their four sons were bom 
there.

ation of Eleven Hundred Dollars. A part of this land is now known 
as "Ilex Acres" in the Dare Conmunity. 

On returning to Mathews County, they purchased a home on East 
River. It was here that their fifth child, Mary Catherine, was 
born. In 1884, they purchased "Belle View" , from the heirs of 
Seurah Rammel. This was the former home of Armistead Smith, an 
Episcopal Minister. 

When William Silas Smith resided near East River, he built boats, 
but after he bought "Belle View" his occupation was shown in the 
census records as a feurmer. 

His sons, George F. and John William built boats and houses and 
son Eugene C. Smith contracted and built High Schools, Theaters 
and other large buildings in and around Franklin, Va.

Cosnahan's (Peninsula Artillery), Virginia Volunteers." 

Note: The 32nd Regiment, Virginia Infantry was organized in May, 
1861 and accepted into the service of the Confederate States July 1, 
1861, with 10 ccmpanies, A -K. In August, 1861, Companies G - K 
wtiich had been organized as artillery were transferred to the 1st 
Regiment, Virginia Artillery. Virginia Confederate Roll #221 in 
Archives shows him in October, 1861 in Co. G, First Virginia 
Artillery, still under Capt. Cosnahan, with footnote that Co. G 
Artillery was formerly Ccmpany I, 32nd Virginia Infantry.

Ccmpany G, First Va. Regiment disbanded in June, 1862 and he was 
transferred to Capt. Thcmas J. Page, Jr.'s (Magruder's Light 
Artillery). On October 1st, 1862, he and 45 other men transferred 
to the Bedford Light Artillery under Captain John Donnell Smith. 

This unit was a part of Alexander's Battalion. 

Vol. 12, Ency. Americana has the following to say concerning 
Colonel Edward Porter Alexander, "Colonel of Artillery in Dec,1862, 
he performed brillantly at Fredericksburg. His batteries on Marye's 
Heights shattered every Union Charge. At Gettysburg, he ccmmanded 
the reserve artillery of Longstreet's Corps." 

Both family and military records show that George W. Smith died 
July 4, 1863 of wounds received at Gettysburg. He may have been 
wounded on Seminary Ridge, when 135 guns of the Confederacy bombard¬ 
ed the opposition at the point at which Pickett's and Pettigrew's 
Divisions of Longstreet's Corps were to attack. Their fire weis 
replied to by 85 Union Guns and it is recorded that for two hours 
the hills shook and the earth trembled. There were many casualties 
cn both sides.

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PART III - Chapter 1 
SMITH'S MARINE RAILWAY 

Nestled on the South Side of Chisman’s Creek; neeir the end of 
Railway Road, (The road having been named for the railway), lies 
Smith's Marine Railway and the Old Snith Homestead. 

The birthplace of this writer's mother, many happy m«iiories come 
to mind of Christmas Dinings, of romping through the fields, while 
playing games with cousins and in a more serious vein, taking part 
in a custom that is seldom observed anymore. When my grandmother 
died, we took turns sitting up all night in the room where she lay 
in her casket. This old custom is known as a wake. 

The exact origin of, or just who stcirted the first marine rail¬ 
way on the prCTiises is obscure. The land that it is situated on 
appectrs to be part of an original grant to a "Chisman", one of the 
early settlers in the area. Through inheritance the property was 
later owned by members of the "Curtis Family". 

A deed is recorded in York County Deed Bk. 14, Pgs. 340 and 341, 
whereby Edmund Curtis, Sr. conveyed three acres of land to Cary W. 
Crockett, on February 22, 1848; described as follows: "A piece or 
parcel of land, known as Warepoint; bounded on the South by lands of 
Edmund Curtis, Sr., by a cove on the West and a cove on the N. E. 
and by Cheaserans Creek on the North." Note the spelling of the 
creek, also spelled in some old records as Cheesanans. 

The fact that the deed indicates that this parcel was known as 
Warepoint seems to signify that it had been used previously for 
some commercial activity. The boundaries place it as the site of 
the railway property and the legal wording seemed to indicate that 
there may have been a dwelling on the property. 

As stated previously in this book, it is believed that Peter B. 
Smith moved his family to the Fish Neck Area in the early 1840's. 
Tradition has it that they located in the area that he purchased in 
1850, but that he spent quite a bit of his time in an existing, one 
story dwelling on the Railway Property. Apparently Cary W. Crockett 
did not reside there but possibly leased the land to him. 

The oldest son, John Perrin Smith, was married January 29, 1852 
to Elizabeth Morris Presson. It appears that by that time or 
possibly earlier, he had assumed much of the responsibility of op¬ 
erating the railway. Old records indicate that he and his brother, 
Thomas F. Smith, were in partnership in 1851. A payroll sheet for 
1852 also shows their brother Peter Wesley Smith as an employee. 

John Perrin Smith purchased the property from Cary W. Crockett and 
built the large two story addition to the smaller existing home. His 
son, John Franklin Smith is known to have been bom in the home, 
March 15, 1857, but a deed was not issued for the property until 
July 23, 1859, just five months prior to his untimely death. 


Peter B. Smith, who had perhaps become inactive in the operation 
of the railway by that time, died in 1863. 

When John Perrin Smith died in 1859, his only son, John Frcinklin 
Snith, was only two years old, therefore his widow had to depend 
on others who had worked on the railway to maintain and operate it 
until he was old enough to learn the trade. 

Shortly thereafter, the area was overrun with Northern Troops and 
operations came to a standstill for about three years. 

Many interesting stories have been told about the "Yankees", 
such as eating all of the chickens and using the picket fence for 
firewood. They later ^reed to post guards at the home and the 
chicken house. A pontoon bridge was built across the creek by the 
Northern Army, coninencing at the Smith's yard, by sinking some 
boats and laying planks across them and other boats in the channel. 

After the war,with the help of Elizabeth Smith's brother,William 
Presson and others,including her deceased husband's brothers, work 
came back slowly and by the 1880's records indicate that they had 
a good, steady trade. John F. Smith,Sr. had reached manhood by that 
time and was married to Miss Ella Wade Crockett,December 25, 1880. 

A general merchandise store was in operation on the premises for 
many years and the building is still used for storage of supplies. 

After Mr. Smith's death in 1916,ownership passed to his sons, 

John F. Smith,Jr. and Kirby T. Smith,who operated the business 
successfully until their retirement in 1967. During those years 
most of the work involved repairs to boats of the commercial type. 
Ownership then passed to their sons,John Francis Smith and Kirby T. 
Smith,Jr. In recent years there has been a shift from commercial 
to pleasure craft but still some of each. Since there are not many 
railways equipped to handle large boats and because of their re¬ 
putation for good workmainship, they receive boats from up and 
down the East Coast. As K.T. anith,Jr. expressed it, whatever the 
type of boat, you have to be a jack-of-all-trades; painter, car¬ 
penter, mechanic and in his case, business manager. They also have 
to work in the Blistering Heat and the Cold North Wind. 

The railway is built with two parallel tracks on heavy timbers, 
set on driven piling. A cradle runs on the tracks and until 1930 
it was pulled up the track, through a system of gears, by a horse 
hooked to a long beam and walking in a circle. It was then power¬ 
ed by a gasoline motor until converted to electric power in 1963. 

The present owners represent the fifth generation, comnencing 
with Peter B. Smith and it is believed to be the oldest business 
in continuous operation,in one family,in the area. It is hoped 
that family members representing the sixth generation will endeavor 
to keep it in operation.

John Perrin Staith died young and perhaps his widow had 
the epitaph chisled in his headstone so that those that 
read it would reflect on the uncertainty of life and heed 
the words inscribed there, which are: "Behold you stranger 
passing by, As you are now, so once was I. As I am now, 
so you must be. Prepare for death and follow me." 
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
